It held that Section No. 3, forbid- 
ding refusal of owners of mines and 
others to sell to any responsible firm 
was well covered by the Sherman law, 


where su practices were contrary 
to public efit; that Section No. 4, 
forbidding the disposition of merchan- 
dise on condition that the purchaser 
shall not use or deal in merchandise 
of a competitor cannot be readily 
reached by the Sherman law, and that 
if applied literally, it would reduce 
the incentive to capitalize good will 
in American trade names. 

Other sections, the association 
thought, covered by the Sherman law 
and Section No. 7, exempting certain 
organizations from the operation ot 
the act. it held to be “class discrim- 
ination.”

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BATH-ROOM PERILS, 


Danger From Stray Electric Cur- 

rents Which Even Though Weak 

May Cause Sudden Death. 

{Literary Digest:] A man is in 
much greater danger from electric 
shock when taking a bath than un- 
der ordinary conditions, as the sur- 
face of the body when moist offers 
much resistance to the current 
than when dry. Persons have been 
killed while bathing by current that 
would searcely have affected them 
outside the bath. Says Cosmos 
(Paris, October 30:) 

“Balthagzard has recently told at 
the Society of Legal Medicine of the 
case of a lady killed by electric shock 


in her bath-room at the moment 
she was pressing the button of an 
electric bell between the poles of 


which there was a difference of po- 
tential of not more than 110 volts. 

In ordinary circumstances, owing 
to the great resistance of the human 
body, such a small electromotive 
force presents no great danger; but 
when the circuit contains, as in the 
case reported, a large surface of 
motst skin the resistance falls and 
more than 100 milliamperes may 
pass through the organism, sufficient 
at this tension to produce death by 
tetanization of the respiratory mus- 
cles.

There is a popular belief that u- 
lated sugar is often adulterated with 
white sand or finely ground rock, and 
that pulverized sugar is commonly 
adulterated with starch or lime dust. 
Cases of such adulteration, however, 
have rarely been found by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, though starch has been 
in a very few samples of 
powdered sugar. 

The writer of the bulletin says: 

“Within certain limits, sugar may 
be considered as the eauivalent of 
starch that has been 
made ready for absorption. A mealy 
boiled potato, like all forms of starchy 
food, must be largely converted into 
some kind of sugar by the digestive 
— before it can be absorbed as 


“To understand the utilization of 
such foods in the body better, the 
process of carbohydrate Jigestion may 
be considered. When a starchy food, 
such as boiled potato, is taken into 
the mouth it is at once acted upon 
more or lees by a ferment contained 
in the saliva, and this action is con- 
tinued by a ferment contained in the 
intestines. It is broken up into sim- 
pler chemical compounds, and it final- 
ly reaches the blood and muscles as 
dextrose, @ ferm of sugar which can 
be burned in the body to yield muscu- 
lar energy and heat. When an excess 
of carbohydrates (sugar or starch 
is consumed, the dextrose in the d- 
gestive tract is converted in the liver 
to glycogen and stored until required, 
being then, it is believed, reconverted 
into dextrose. More complex changes 
may take place which convert car- 
bohydrates consummed in excess into 
fat, which is also stored as a reserve 
material. 

THE WAY THE BODY USES IT. 


“When sugar is eaten it is changed 
in the digestive tract before it is 
taken up in the blood and carried 
where it is needed. If a solution of 
cane sugar be injected directly into 
the blood, it is passed out by the kid- 
neys unchanged, showing that it is 
not fitted for assimilation until it has 
been changed, as it is m normal di- 
gestion. The change needed is slight 
compared with that required for the 
digestion of starch, sugar ‘inverte!’ or 
changed into the simpler sugars as 
already described, and this change te 
brought about in the digestive tract 
by the agency of enzyms or ferments 
regarding the nature of which little ts 
known. When thus changed into the 
simpler sugars, its function in the 
body ts similar to that of starch after 
it has reached the analogous stage in 
digestion. 

“At the Minnesota riment sta- 
tion the thoroughness of digestion of 
sugar Was studied with healthy men, 
five ounces per day being consumed 
as a part of a simple mixed diet. The 
sugar showed a high digestibility, 98.9 
per cent. of its total energy being 
available to the body on the average. 
In general it increased the available 
energy of the whole ration 25 per 
dent., and dia not affect the digesti- 
bility of the foods with which ft was 
combined. The protein of the ration 
was more economically used than 
commonly, the nitrogen retention be- 
ine increased 25 per cent. It was 
pointed out in discussing these experi- 
ments that ‘the value of sugar In a 
ration depends upon its judicious use 
and combination with other foods,’ 

“Food must supply enough protein 
or nitrogenous material for the for- 
mation and repair of thesues, and for 
certain other uses in the body, and 
in addition sufficient other matertal to 
make up the amount of energy neces- 
sary for heat and musculer work. The 
nitrogen-free nutrients are fats and 
carbohydrates. In the ordinary diet 
the relative amount of fat and car- 
bohydrates is usually regulated by 
personal preference. Fat will fur- 
nish two and one-fourth times as 
much energy per pound as corbohy- 
drates. Taking account of this fact, it 
is immaterial on chemical grounds

CEMENT COMPANY BUYS 
DUST-BLIGHTED ZONE. 


Colton Corporation Forced 
Orange Land Around Its 


Fatal to the Fruit Crop. 


One Hundred and Fifty Tons of Powder a Day. 


to Take Over Expensive 
Plant—Stacks Scattered 


HE big chimneys at the plant of 
the California Portland Cement 
Company at Colton now can spout 
dust over the surrounding orange trees 
without danger of damage suits, for 
the reason that the corporation has 
bought all of the.land within the 
danger zone. 

Three appraisers, appointed by the 
Superior Court, made their final re- 
port yesterday, fixing the amount of 
damages and the purchase price for 
land which will be paid to sixteen or- 
ange growers. The corporation will 
pay $92,450 for 125 acres of orange 
land and damages amounting to 
$24,381, or a total of $116,831. 
When the $1,000,000 plant was 
placed in operation in January, 1909, 
it began scattering cement dust at the 
rate of about 150 tons every twenty- 
four hours over a radius of one and 
one-half miles. Within thirty days 
all the houses in the town of Colton, 
the orange trees and every uncovered 
thing within the affected district was 
covered with an opaque coating of 
cement, which wouldn't wash off. 
FATAL TO THE FRUIT. 

The sun-proof, moisture-proof coat- 
ing of cement on the orange trees re- 
duced the crop of golden fruit by one- 
half in the first season after the dust 
shower began. The blight subse- 
quently reduced the orange crop to 
one-fourth of its former value. 

In the summer of 1909 the orange 
growers who were neighbor to the 
dust-bellowing monsters obtained in- 
junctions against the cement company 
and the plant was closed down, pend- 
ing the work of installing dust-con- 
trolling equipment which cost $300,- 
000. 

The first day that the dust-control- 
ling plant was in operation it saved 
sixty tons of powdered cement, which 
otherwise would have been scattered 
broadcast over the country to the dis- 
may of the inhabitants. The device 
forces the flue gases through a long 
passageway and a shower bath which 


The dust-controlling device does not 
prevent the escape of all dust, but 
reduced the blighted zone to a radius 
of three-quarters of a mile. It is the

The appraisers, appointed by Judge 
Bordwell to fix the amount of dam- 
ages and the price of the land, were 
Attorney Leonard Slosson and T. E. 
Fredendall and A. L. Reed, both prac- 


tical orange growers. They heard 
testimeny for two months before 
making their final report. 

The experts who before 


the appraisers were not able to agree 
as to why the cement dust killed the 
producing power of the orange trees, 
but the fact that the dust was a fatal 
blight was self-evident. One of the 
experts advanced the theory that the 
opaque coating of cement destroyed 
the starch-producing power of the 
tree by interfering with the action of 
the sunlight. 

In the litigation the orange growers 
were represented by the Los Angeles 
law firm of Barstow, Beach & Rohe, 
and Waters & Goodcell, attorneys of 
San Bernardino.
